School Department Will 
Return $150,000 To Town 


The school system will turn 
back approximately $150,000, a 
record amount, to the general fund 
of the town at the end of the 
year, the school superintendent 
revealed yesterday. 

Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert said the 
achievement was due to aprogram 


budgeting “s'y sit’e m ‘that attaches 


costs to specific programs (such 
as reading, phys. ed. etc.), to 
clearer roles of responsibility 
within the system, and to ‘‘the 
cooperation of the school commit- 
tee, the Finance committee, ad- 
ministration and faculty.’’ 

A key to the large amount turned > 
back, said Seifert, was a ‘‘hold 
the line, do it yourself’? attitude 
of a closeknit administration and 
staff, toward a budget he had 
presented, last year, as a ‘‘hold 
the line’? budget, while the schools 
retooled for educational directions 
the administration views as most 
promising and efficient. 

Seifert emphasized that most of 
the money being turned back is 
not ‘unneeded’, but rather 
‘*postponed’’ spending; he said 


this is to avoid spending the bud-., 


geted amount before the item is 
absolutely needed, or before the 
system is quite ready for it; it 
is also to avoid spending for 
materials that will quickly become 
obsolete as the system turns, for 
example, to the IPI (Individually 
Prescribed Instruction) programs 
in pilot programs at Shawsheen and 
Doherty next year. -

A pilot program in Career 
Awareness is now being conducted 
at the Sanborn Elementary School 
under the direction of Miles I.

meeting in March. 

Watters noted that the cost of 
the construction of a new town hall 
‘of the magnitude estimated at the 
1965 town meeting was out of the 
question at this time. 

The project, he noted had been 
delayed in order that the new 
building could be placed on town- 
owned land, through the construc- 
tion of a public safety center and 
demolition of the Central fire sta- 
tion. 

The chairman noted that with 
the addition, the town would have 
time to study and evaluate its 
needs, particularly in light of re- 
cent school department considera- 
tions that the East Junior High 
school be phased out within five 
years. That building has been pro- 
posed as a combined municipal- 
school administrative office build- 
ing, when no longer used as 
a school. 

The remaining $350,000 in the 
town hall account would be applied 
to future capital expenditures, 
Watters suggested. 

Selectman Sidney P. White ap- 
proved the proposal, stating it was 
a step in the right direction. He 
noted also that a request for ad- 
ditional funds for a new town hall, 
which would be necessary, would 
probably be rejected by the tax- 
payers. 

Selectman George Heseltine, 
also approving the suggestion, 
agreed with White and added that 
such a move would demonstrate 
the selectmens’ interest in cur- 
tailing costs.

Theology as a doctoral candidate, 

In October, 1970, Rev. Mr. 
Myrom became dean of the Eastern 
Mass. District of the New England 
Synod, L.C.A. He is also a mem- 
ber of the Steering Committee of 
Metro East which is the Lutheran 
Planning Council of Greater Fos- 
ton. While in Abington, he was 
appointed to the Abington Health 
Council and served two years 48 
president of the Rockland Minis- 
terium. 
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Evaluators from the New 
England Council of College and 
Secondary Schools, which has just 
granted Andover High School a 
prized full ten-year accreditation, 
took a good hard look at the 
high school’s physical facilities. 

The evaluating team praised the 
Andover community for providing 
a physical plant which is ‘‘at- 
tractive, and well equipped... 
with adequate playing fields and 
outdoor recreational facilities,” 
but pointed out that the building 
has poor acoustics, deficiencies in 
winter heating and a_ ‘‘drastic 
need” for an auditorium. — 

The recently released NECCSS 
report further recommends that 
‘Andover immediately plan for 
future space needs for the high 
school, which is now upto capacity. 

It is interesting to compare the 
physical plarit recommendations 
of ‘this accrediting council with 
the Andover school adminis- 
tration’s 1970-1980 educational 
masterplan to meet the school 
population projected for the decade 
ahead. Details of the plan were 
reviewed by the TOWNSMAN 
earlier in the fall. 

The superintendent’s master- 
plan calls for completion in 1975 
of a high school addition, to house 
at least 800 additional pupils and 
to expand the physical educational 
facilities. 

The NECCSS visiting committee 
on physical facilities reported a 
need for ‘‘two teaching stations 
to resolve the problem of over- 
crowding in the gymnasium. The 
two stations should complement 
the present program, rather than 
duplicate it.”’ This agrees with 
the administration’s plan for a 
swimming pool as part of the 
addition; a pool has been annually 
requested by Physical Education 
Director Donald Dunn, to expand 
phys. ed. offerings, to serve needs 
of special class children now 
driven to the Lawrence Boys’ Club 
for swim therapy, the fourthgrade 
learn-to-swim program for non- 
swimmers, for which the schools 
rent Phillips Academy pool time, 
and for community swim 
programs. 

The NECCSS report suggests as 
part of any addition full excavation 
and use of the space. beneath the 
gym. 

But how about the auditorium? 
The administration’s preferred 
version in the masterplan sets 
1977 as completion date for a 
‘core facility’’ for a secondary 
school educational park, which 
would be comprised of the present 
high school with its addition, the 
present West Jr. High and afuture 
(1980) replacement and enlarge- 
ment of the present East Jr. High.

would include the now-missing 
auditorium, a music and fine arts 
center, a media center (library 
plus AV) and student activity cen- 
ter for all three secondary school 
buildings. The core facility is 
seen by administrators as serving 
the needs of the entire community 
as well, from tot to senior citi- 
zen, for evening study programs, 
dances, movies, town meeting and 
others. This part of the plan 
again would seem to key in with 
the report of the New England 
evaluating group, which praised 
the use of the high school build- 
ing after school hours for com- 
munity activities, and singled this 
policy out for praise aguin-in its 
evaluation of the school’s phil- 
osophy and school-community re- 
lations. 

Getting back to the evaluators’ 
report on the high school plant, 
the committee praised the fine 
provision for departmental con- 
ferences at the school, and for 
Storage space, and the excellent 
general condition of the facilities, 

Some other recommendations

were made, among them that the 
entire site have better drainage 
of surface water, that an effort 
be made to determine the cause 
of excessive window breakage, 
that fire fighting equipment be 
available in all laboratories, in- 
cluding homemaking, plus other 
safety precautions, including non- 
skid floors in labs, insulating mats 
and safety .lines in industrial arts 
areas, sidewalks provided for 
safety of children on Lincoln St. 
and Shawsheen Road, and a few 
others. 

; In all, the committee described 
itself as ‘‘very impressed with

Sensible 


The selectmen this week moved in what should be con- 
sidered a sensible direction, with regard to the town hall 
fund. 

The board, on suggestion of Chairman Robert A. 
Watters, voted to take $200,000 from an account which has 
been lying in a bank for a few years, and provide an 
addition, with some renovations to the present town hall. 

The remaining approximately $350,000 would be re- 
turned to the town and would naturally provide some tax 
relief. 

The TOWNSMAN urged, editorially, a few weeks ago, 
that some action be taken on the money, which was bonded 
some time ago for a new town hall, but which has been 
lying idle, although collecting some interest. 

The taxpayers have annually been paying off the princi- 
ple and interest, yet no facility or decision as to its use has 
been made. 

The action this week seems to be a proper move. 

A new town hall could not be built for the $550,000 
available. 

No doubt, the public would be reluctant to provide 
additional funds. 

The proposal would allow time to examine the town’s 
needs as for a town hall or overall municipal facility. 

Chairman Watters feels that with the addition, and small 
renovation, the present facility would be able to meet the 
town’s needs for another ten years. 

In that time, possibly the East Junior High school, may 
prove to be the solution to meeting the requirements of 
town and school administration, as well as a community 
center. The school department feels the building will be 
phased out possibly within five years. 

The addition would accommodate a machine room, prin- 
cipally for computers now used for the town’s bookkeeping, 
and meeting rooms, vitally needed, along with aribably 


some additional office space. . 

Most beneficial of all, however, will be the $350,000 
which the town will receive towards its tax rate next year. 

This could represent $3 to $3.50 off the tax rate. 

The relief would be most assuredly well-received"by the 
already overburdened taxpayer, threatened with a possible 
$7 increase in taxes next year. 

While the taxpayers will still have to be paying on that 
bond issue, the release of the funds from a bank account-to 
the residents’ pocketbooks, will be a little more soothing. 

The action by the selectmen appears to be in order and 
an item town meeting may well approve. 


Town Meeting 


Moving the annual town meeting back to Monday nights, 
as was the case here for many years, may prove to be fruit- 
ful. eae 

The all day Saturday sessions, initiated a few years ago, 
have had sparse attendance. 
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There have been varying reasons, such as Saturday is’a . 


shoppers day, a day to get household chores accomplished, 
etc. 

Also, at the particular time of year, ski enthusiasts head 
for the slopes rather than Memorial Auditorium. 

Although reverting to a Monday night session will more 
than likely result in more than one session, it may prove 
that attendance wise, residents may be more attentive to 
the town’s business. 

The conducting of an all day session, leads to consider- 
able distraction, as proven in the past years, as persons drift 
in and out during the course of the day, going home for a 
while, or going downstairs for lunch. 

Trying of the Monday night session once again, may 
prove that it is what the public desires.
